London, April 9.— Th« tmasing ac- 
tivity of the Boers southeaat and 
Boutliwest of Blocmfontein continues, 
the Boer commands seemingly coming 
•nd going throughout a wide region 
M ttacy ple«a«. but taking ear* not tu 
throw thrmpplvps ag.iinat strong 
i)0(llos of tbe iJiitish. The re-tlremeni. 
of the Irish Rifles from Kouxville to 
Aliwal leaves General Brabanit wUhout 
cominunlcatlon with the other Brltiah 
forces. He has 2.000 or 3.000 Colo- 
nials holding a fine defensive country, 
but hp is apparently invested bo far 
aa London knowa. Telegraphic and 
railrokd communication with Blocm- 
fontein are Itept up as usuni, but noth- 
inK comoR through for public consump- 
tion. Lord Rob«'rts' last message was 
dated April 6, and the last unofficial 
mesaage bore date of April 7. The 
absence of new«. as u:'iial, dishearfcns 
the people, and prodin cs an altogothcr 
discouraging effect. The last unofli- 
cial meaaaga notea that good aplrlta at 
Bloemfontein are continuing, and tells 
of the arrival of animals and two 
fresh cavalry reKlments. Lord Roberts 
has now 15,000 mounted men. 

In the Orange Free State the situa- 
tion is complex, with scanty material 
for formiiiK a roniTt iv-t iiinti' of the 
situation, and tiie allenioon newspa- 
pers, not being in the confidence of 
the managera, are criticising tbe con- 
duct of affairs as they see them. Thus, 
the St. .lames Gazette, reviewing the 
army system, saya: As a consequence 
of the fooliab, sporting, boyish esti- 
mate of the work of the war. General 
BuIIer is anchored indefinitely, as he. 
must wait for transports until Lard 
Roberts is adequately supplied." 

Sit nut ion 111 Weppner. 
Mazeru, April 9.— The Boers who 
were maased last week near Lady- 
brand to tbe number of 10,000, after 

seizing Thaba N'Chu and the ModUcr 
river water worl<s, broke into strong 
divisions and they are now raiding in 
the aou'tb of the Free State, reoccupy- 
Ing the smah towns which were evac- 
uated by the British. The Boers' pol- 
icy seems to be to make rapid move- 
ments with little trnnspDit, looting 
English farmers and storekeepers free- 
ly for provisions and rutting the com- 
munications of the 13rirish forces. Gen- 
eral Brabant's Colonials are now most- 
ly att Wepener. They are in splendid 
force, capable of great striking power, 
and used to cross country riding, and 
are able to deal roughly with the Boer 
commandoes now roaming about the 
country. A squadron of Braliant s 
Horse captured 400 rifles near Wep- 
ener. His outposts are reported to be 

in touch with tbf H( i rs and a light Is 

regarded as imminent. 

Boer Trenches Shelleil. 
Warrentou. April 9. — Friday evm- 
Ing tbe British shelled Fourteen 
Streams, whieb was occupied by a 
force of Boers. Saturday morning the 
Boers placed In position a big gun. 
which they Hred inr'ffe< tively. A fusil- 
ade of Mausers followed at Intervals 
throughout tbe day. The British 
dropped lyddite and shrapnel shells 
into the Boer position, finally silenc- 
ing the enenjr'a Ire and driving off the 
snipers. 

Ordered to Klmberley. 
Cape Town, April 9.— I..ieutenant 
General Henry Rundell, commander of 
the Blghlh dlvistCNi, has been ordered 

to Klmberley on special duty. 

S|«y <iult Work AgalN. 
Chicago. April •.—The union ma- 
chinists of Chicago, who recently went 
back to work after a strike extending 
over a period of several weeks, may 
again walk out unless differences ex- 
isting between them and their em- 
ployers are speedily settled. The ma- 
chinists claiiathat many of their num- 
ber have been unable to secure their 
old positions, whleh have been filled 
with nonunion men, and that several 
firms have flatly refuscil to recognize 
tbe agreement between the officers of 
the National Metal Manufaoturera' as- 
sociation a.nd the Interoatloagl Ma- 
chinists' union.

Deefeton of United States Supreme 

rourton Anf l-rigHrette OrdinHiict*. 

Washington, April 9. — The supreme 
oourt decided tbe case of Gundiing 
ferstts tbe city of Chicago, involving 
the vmHdUjr of tbe anti>cigarette or- 
dinance of tbat city. The ordinance 
was attacked as unconstitutional. Tbe 
opinion was handed down by Justice 
Pec)|Lbam luid beld tbe ordinance not 
to be unconatttutlonkl. 

Interfered ^Vith f<ed!>rttl Offloer. 
Washington, April 8.— The aupreme 
eourt decided tbe case of John T. 

Baske versus Comlugore. as collector 
of internal revenue in Kentucky. Mr. 
Comlngore declined under instructions 
from tbe secretary of the treasurer to 
exhibit tbe records of his office, in sup- 
port of a prostx'ution by the state au- 
thorities from taxes against persons 
holding whisky in bond. He was 
thereupon proceeded agalnat tor con- 
tempt of state courts and ordered Im- 
prisoned. He then made application 
to the federal district court for a writ 
of habeas corpus, which was granted. 
Tbe opinion handed down affirmed 
this decree. The opinion was delivered 
by Justice Harlan, who said th;tt or- 
dinarily the United States courts can 
not Interfere with the state courts in 
a case until tbe proceeding la con- 
cluded. But this case presented, he 
said an emergency, Inasmuch as it 
might interfere with a federal officer 
in the discharge of bis dutiea. 

Against the L. & N. 
Washington, April 8.— Justice White 
of tbe supreme eourt handed down an 

opinion In the long peiuling case of 
tbe Louisville and Nashville railroad 
company versus Smith. The case in- 
volves the liability of tbe Louisville 
and Nashville company for tbe Inter • 
est on the bonds of the Cumberland 
and Oliio River company, which came 
into the possession of the ix)uisviile 
and Naifbville, through the acquieition 
by tbe 'latter company of the Cincin- 
nati and Lexington road. The case 
was decided against the Ivouisviile and 
Nashville, the court declaring that 
there was no violation of the consti- 
tution in holding tbe company respon- 
sible, on the ground that the Louis- 
ville and Nashville had voluntarily 
made ib^elf a party to tbe case, and 
holding it responsible on the original 
proceeding, which was agalnat the Cln- 
einMtl and Lexington company. 

<'ourt of iVnHton Claims. 

Washington, April 9. — The commit- 
tee of till' Grand Army of the Republic, 
consisting of Commander-inCblef 
Shaw and Daniel B. Siokles, which i« 
endeavoring to secure legislation look- 
ing to the creation of a court of pen- 
sion appeals, has submitted the pro- 
posed measure to some of the most 
eminent Juriets of the country, and it 
has been endorsed by them. The com- 
mittee has also conferred with the 
president on tlu' sul)ject. ""i'he legal 
authorities and others who have ex- 
amined the bill." said General Bhaw, 
"are of the opinion that the measure, 
if it becomes a law, will Justify Itst..' 
by se'uiing disinterested and prompt 
adjudication of pcnsiuti claims."

B. Conker and J. M. Olenn, bad a final 

interview with Admiral Dewey. 

No meulioii was made of pjl.;ic.-i, 
the admiril'.s only allusion to the xnal- 
ter being that since he bad accepted 
the Invitation to visit Chicago last Oc- 
tober, conditions had so changed Lli.it 
he was a« ( t i)ting no further invita- 
tions. He assured the committee that 
he was glad to accept the hospitality 
of the city of (Chicago. He told the 
committee he had receive I invitation.s 
from various organizations tlieie to 
become tlielr guest, Imt Irid not ac- 
cepted them. He bad placed himsdf 
solely In tbe hands of tbe city of Ciii- 
cago. 

He requested that there be no sep- 
arate entertainments for himself and 
Mrs. Dewey. He wished matters tu lie 
so arranged that she could attend nil 
the functions at which he would be 
present. The admiral, who received 
the committee in a most cordial man- 
ner, was assured tbat his wishes in 
this respect would be carried out, and 
also was Informed that arrangements 
had been made to have his son. wlio 
is now a resident of Chicago, piirtici- 
pate in the various entertainments. 

The admiral's party, consisting of 
himself and Mrs. Dewey, l.ierifenanf 
Caldwell, Mr. Madden of the Baltimore 
Ot the Baltimore and Ohio, a Chinese 
servant and Mrs. Dewey's maid, will 
leave this city In a special train over 
the Baltimore and Ohio on April 
in time to reach Chicago and rest be- 
fore the ball at the Auditorium on the 
night of the 30tb, tbe eve of tbe second 
anniversary ot ManJIla bay. 

No stops will be made between 
Washington and Chicago, as the ad- 
miral does not wish the trip to have 
the api>earance of a stumping tour. 

After leaving Chicago, however, the 
party will take a 12-day tour through 
the Mississippi and Ohio valleys. So 
far as outlined, this will include a stop 
of one day at Jacksonville. Ills; two 
days in St. Louis, two days In Mem- 
phis, two in Louisville, two in Nash- 
ville and one in Frankfort.

Life apparently had 
been extinct since Saturday nij!ht. Ac- 
cortliiig to annoiincementa in the Chi- 
i akjo papers Capt. Louis O^^theiin and 
Mrs. Era Bruce Wood were to be married 
in this city to-day at the residence 
of tlie bride's uncle, Walter B. Phister. 
After the oeremooy Captain Oatbeim 
and his bride were to leave immedi* 
ately for the Kast, visitins; rhiladcl- 
pbia, tbe Captain's former home, and 
other oitleo. After May 1 they were to 
be at home at Fort Screven, Savannah, 
Ga., where tbe Captain's batttery is 
stationed. Among the artiolea found in 
the Captain's room were two weddioK 
rin^a. One wae lieavy ({old and was in- 
Ecribfd as follows: "Eva to Louis, 
April 9, 1000." Tbe other waa amaller 
and more delicately made. Inside was
